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Poll: Same-Sex Marriage 
Support Hits New High 


Ahead of high court 
debate, 58 percent 
say it should be legal 


Public support for gay marriage 
has hit a new high as Americans 
increasingly see homosexuality not 
as a choice but as a way some peo- 
ple are, according to a new Wash- 
ington Post-ABC News poll. 

The poll shows that 58 percent 
of Americans now believe it should 
be legal for gay and lesbian couples 
to get married; 36 percent say it 
should be illegal. Public attitudes 
toward gay marriage are nearly 
the opposite of what they were a 
decade ago: In 2003, 37 percent 
favored gay nuptials, and 55 per- 
cent opposed them. 

The Supreme Court takes up the 
issue of gay marriage next week, 
and nearly two-thirds of all Ameri- 
cans say the matter should be decid- 
ed for all states on the basis of the 
U.S. Constitution, not with each

Currently, gay marriage is legal 
in nine states and the District of 
Columbia, but public views are more 
similar than not across state lines. 
In the states that allow gay mar- 
riage, 68 percent say such same-sex 
marriages should be legal, but so do 
56 percent of those in states where 
the practice is not legal.

In new plan, group

Over strong objections from some 
conservative leaders, the Republi- 
can National Committee formal- 
ly endorsed immigration reform 
Monday and outlined plans for a 
$10 million outreach to minority 
groups — gay voters among them 
— as part of a strategy to make the 
GOP more “welcoming and inclu- 
sive” for voters who overwhelming- 
ly supported Democrats in 2012.

The Recommendations 


The Republican National Committee's shift on minority outreach may 
be the most visible change in the coming months. Party leaders have craft- 
ed dozens of recommendations following a months-long self-examination 
prompted by last year’s painful election losses. The report also calls on Re- 
publicans to take a harder line with corporate America, loosen political fund- 
raising laws in Washington and in state capitals, and cut in half the number of 
candidate debates in a shortened 2016 presidential primary calendar. (AP)

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Cyprus Plans to Raid Residents’ Savings 


Vote to seize up to 
10 percent of funds is 


delayed; banks closed 


Nicosia, Cyprus 


A plan to seize up to 10 percent of 
people’s savings in the small Med- 
iterranean island nation of Cyprus 
sent shock waves across Europe on 
Monday as households realized the 
money they have in the bank may 
not be safe. 

A weekend agreement between 
Cyprus and its European part- 
ners called for the government 
to raid bank accounts as part of a 


$20.4 billion financial bailout, the 
first time in the eurozone’s crisis 
that the prospect of seizing indi- 
viduals’ savings has been raised. 

Facing outrage, Cyprus’ gov- 
ernment delayed a parliamenta- 
ry vote on the seizure and ordered 
banks to remain shut until Thurs- 
day while it tries to modify the deal 
to reduce the hit on people with 
small deposits. 

Several hundred people gath- 
ered outside the parliament build- 
ing, chanting “thieves, thieves.” 

“We're very angry, betrayed, 
hurt and extremely disappoint- 
ed,” said protester Andriana Con- 
stantinou. 


U.K. Lawmakers Settle 
On Press-Regulation Deal 
British politicians struck a last-minute 
deal on press regulation, unveiling anew 
code Monday that aims to curb the worst 
abuses of the country’s scandal-ridden 
media. The deal agreed upon by all three 
major parties came on the same day a 
lawyer announced in court that there 
could be potentially hundreds more 
hacking victims of Rupert Murdoch's 
media empire. (AP) 


Wanted Warlord Turns

Pakistanis embrace 
trendy milk touted 
as powerful cure-all 


During the evening rush hour in 
central Karachi, Nadeem Mutloob 
can barely keep up with demand 
at his Marhaba milk bar, a popular 
stop for workers on their way home. 

Customers line up for what Mut- 
loob and some researchers tout as 
an unbeatable health supplement: 
camel milk, or as the label says, 
“the world’s next super food.” 

“Tt’s useful; that’s why they buy 
it,’ Mutloob said. 

“T use it for ‘man power, ” said 
Mohammad Ashfaq, 36, referring 
to virility. 

There might be something to 
the hype: The milk is often used 
by diabetics and hepatitis patients. 
It has three times more vitamin 
C than cow’s milk and is a rich 
source of iron. 

The U.N. notes that doctors are 
prescribing camel milk to patients 
in Russia, Kazakhstan and India. 

Nomadic Bedouins have relied 
on camel milk as a staple for eons; 
Somalia and Saudi Arabia are the

Egypt’s justice minister warned 
Monday that the recent lynching 
of criminals in the streets by angry 
citizens is a sign of the “death of 
the state.”

Access to The Post’s home page, 
section front pages and classified 
ads will not be limited.

Unemployment 
Rate Edges Up 
in D.C., Md., Va.

The first state-level unemployment 
report for 2013 offered mixed sig- 
nals about the health of the local 
labor market, with unemployment 
rates ticking up in January in D.C., 
Maryland and Virginia, even as 
two of the jurisdictions added jobs. 

Maryland gained 6,700 jobs and 
the state posted the highest num- 
ber of jobs on its payrolls in near- 
ly five years. Still, the jobless rate 
rose to 6.7 percent from 6.6 percent. 

The employment picture was 
gloomiest in Virginia, where unem- 
ployment crept up to 5.6 percent 
from 5.5 percent. The common- 
wealth shed 3,900 jobs between 
December and January. 

D.C. added 1,500 jobs in Janu- 
ary, while its unemployment rate 
rose to 8.6 percent from 8.5 percent. 

The rate increase is a result 
of more people entering the 
labor force in Washington, said 
James Bohnaker, associate econ- 
omist with Moody’s Analytics.

A celeb chef cook-off 
promotes dining on 
colon-friendly foods 


People love discussing every 
aspect of food — except where it 
goes once it’s been chewed up and 
swallowed, says chef Rock Harper. 
The D.C.-based “Hell’s Kitchen” 
champion hopes to change that 
tonight when he hosts a colon- 
friendly cook-off. 

“If you eat well, you'll live well,” 
says Harper, who got involved with 
the debut of the Chris4Life Colon 
Cancer Foundation’s Eat4Life 
event when he learned of the seri- 
ous threat that colon cancer poses. 
It’s one of the leading causes of 
cancer deaths nationwide, and 
the Washington area has the high- 
est colon cancer mortality rate in 
the country. 

One way to reduce your risk of 
colon cancer? Cut back on red meat 
consumption, says dietician Sarah 
Waybright (Whyfoodworks.com), 
who compiled the event’s nutrition 
guidelines. She told the roster of 
participating chefs — including 
Scott Drewno from The Source 
and “Top Chef” alums Mike Isa- 
bella and Carla Hall — that a lit- 
tle is fine, but she recommends 
no more than a 5-ounce serving. 

“You can have a great meal 


without meat,” Harper says, not- 
ing that when his new sausage 
restaurant, Fat Shorty’s, opens in 
Clarendon this April, there will 
be vegetarian and vegan options 
on the menu. “You can create that 
same sort of mouth play with other 
foods, but you need to work at it.” 


Chefs shouldn’t feel too limit- 
ed by Waybright’s list of approved 
ingredients: All fruits, vegetables 
and whole grains are fair game. 
That’s because they have fiber, 
which she describes as “a broom 
sweeping through your digestive 
system,” making sure you have 
regular bowel movements. 

“At restaurants, sometimes it 
seems like the vegetables are an 
afterthought,” Waybright says. 
“Two pieces of asparagus criss- 
crossed on a plate are beautiful, 
but they’re not a serving of veg- 
etables.” 

The winning dish for the cook- 
off should be judged both on how 
it goes down and how it goes out.

Staging Her Second Act 


Former U.K. child star 
Charlotte Church, now 
2/, plots a comeback 
with U.S. audiences 


In terms of chronological age, Char- 
lotte Church — at just 27 — is prob- 
ably too young for a comeback tour 
and album. But launching a second 
act can be tough when you charmed 
the world at 12. 

The British singer has emerged 
from her basement studio in Wales 
— a hangout for local songwriters 
and musicians — with a wealth of 
new material she’s releasing in the 
United States on CD and showcas- 
ing at live performances in New 
York and Los Angeles. 

“T’ve been waiting a long time 
to come back to the States,” says 
Church, who released the album 
“One & Two” last week. Taken 
from two previously released EPs 
in Europe, it’s the first of new mate- 
rial from the singer in the U.S. for a 
decade, in part because she hasn’t 
had full confidence in her material. 


Charlotte Church appears to have taken both musical and style cues from Bjork. 


Church, perhaps burdened by 
the “Voice of an Angel” title of her 
first smash album, sees America as 
offering a fresh start. She believes 
her reputation in Britain has been 
tarnished by tabloids that covered 
(and exaggerated) her every grow- 
ing pain as she moved from cherubic 
youth into rough adolescence and 
more tranquil adulthood.
